This was the result 
of one of the greatest of building 
contracts, between Hiram of Phoe- 
nicia and King Solomon. Choice 
logs of aromatic cedar were care- 
fully seasoned and carved into 
idols. 

Egypt used cedar for mummy 
cases, tying the soul’s survival to 
the duration of the preservation 
of the mummy.

and is their most valuable one. 
It has a knarly trunk, ashen- 
colored, willow-like leaves, with 
white or yellowish flowers, and 
berry-like fruit. (Jere. TI-16). 

When the olive tree is a few 
years old it is cut down and a 
shoot of a tree of good quality is 
grafted into the stump. A few 
years later the shoot bears some 
fruit and when about 17 years old 
it bears plentifully. If neglected 
it reverts to the wild olive men- 
tioned in Romans II-24, 

A branch of the olive tree is 
an emblem of peace as shown on 
a stamp of Switzerland (A96). 
Other stamps showing olives are 
Albania (A60), Turkey (A89). Pas- 
sages of Scripture about @ives are 
many and also about the Mount 
of Olives. 


THE MOUNT OF OLIVES 


The Mount of Olives is a chain 
Of hills east of Jerusalem and the 
Kidron Valley. Across the ridge 
opposite the temple mount, David 
fled from Absalom (2 Sam. 15-30) 
and from it branches were cut in 
Nehamiah’s time to make booths 
for the Feast of Tabernacles. (Neh. 
8:15). 

Over it Jesus of Nazareth rode 
in triumphal procession on _ his 
way to Jerusalem, and upon its 
slope he wept over the city. At 
its base is the most famous gar- 
den in the world, The Garden of 
Gethsemane. 


PALMS 


The palm is so named because 
of the resemblance of its leaf to 
a hand. In nearly every instance 
the reference to palms is to date 
palms. The branchless trunk of 
60 or 80 feet is terminated with a 
tuft of green feathery leaves six 
feet in length. 

The fruit is for food and export, 
wine, vinegar and honey. while 
seeds are ground and fed to 
camels, or into charcoal for the 
forge. Leaves were used for roof- 
ing. We have a stamp showing 
leaves from Straits Settlements 
(OSI). Jerico was The City of 
Palms. (Deut. 34: 3). 

Palms were adopted as an em- 
blem of welcome, and the popu

Consequently the private commit- 
tee formed for the acquisition of 
the rarity was dissolved and the 
collecting fraternity spared the 
cost of another possible surtaxed 
postal item.

Sometimes when people desire 
to enter _ where they are not 
wanted, they assume a disguise. 

The ruse quite often succeeds. At 
the present time the United States 
wants to enter the story of its way 
of life and desire for veace into 
several communist nations. Be- 
cause of strict censorship that al- 
most completely regulates the re- 
ceipt of any but controlled ideas 
within those countries, our mes- 
sages fall short of their goal. 

We are convinced that if we 
could reach, with our story, some 
of the several hundred million in- 
habitants of Russia, China, and the 
minor adherents of the red leaders, 
we would lessen the chances of 
another great war. Our story is a 
simple one. It is that people, when 
given freedom to regulate their 
own lives within the bounds of the 
ten commandments and the golden 
rule, usually are more productive 
and happier than those whose 
every act is dictated by bureau- 
|cratie decree. We can document 
our story with facts well substan- 
tiated in the American standard 
of living.

I ask 
that we discard the use of deceased 
presidents and print the American 
Story for the rest of the world to 
learn why we prosper amidst free- 
dom. 

We are proud of our free elec- 
tions, our responsible and balanced 
government and our right of appeal 
to the courts. Let us publish these 
things on our stamps. We glory in 
religion of our individual choice. A 
series of several stamps could very 
well tell the Russians of our right 
to choose our faith and practice it 
as we will. The schools that we 
maintain in every community have 
a message worth telling. 

Where else on the planet Earth 
can a man travel at his will over 
almost a full continent without 
passports and reports to authori- 
ties? Is there any other place 
where he can find good roads going 
to even the tiniest villages and be 
able to afford wide travel in his 
own private vehicle? A sheet of 
fifty stamps of the five cent de- 
nomination, each one _ different, 
could establish in foreign minds 
that we do not madly pursue 
wealth. We pursue productivity to 
gain a living standard far above 
that of the dictator countries.

Another Hawaiian Missionary Discovery 


Whether my work and studies of the Grinnell Hawaiian Mis- 
sionary stamps will ever uncover proof that the stamps are genuine 
or whether I will be able to definitely find that they are counter- 
feited and trace them to the man who produced them, I do not know 
at present for they still remain a mystery, 
but I am more and more coming to the 
conclusion that the stamps are perhaps 
counterfeits and if this is so they were 
perhaps made in or near Los Angeles and 
by a clever man who was too much of an 
amateur at photo engraving, yet clever 
enough to produce something that is per- 
haps the greatest of all Philatelic Myster- 
ies. If faked in this manner I am satisfied 
that they were planted and that the find 
of Mr. Grinnell was engineered by people 
responsible for their production. No one 
who has studied the mass of papers, pic- 
tures and evidence that is in my posses- 
sion could ever come to any other conclu- 
* sion than that to George Grinnell, it was 
an actual and real find and he died with 
that belief. 

On the other hand there is still a pos- 
e Sibility that they may be real. Proof of 
this would be a cover with a postmark 

: identical with those on these stamps. I 
GEORGE W. LINN am satisfied beyond doubt that there must 
have been two, three or even more different printings of these 
Missionary stamps and another recent find to support this belief 
has just been uncovered by my examination of a number of pic- 
tures and photos which have been sent to me by Mr. Irving I. Green 
of Newton, Mass. 

It is an admitted fact that the stamps were printed in pairs, 
Type I and Type II side by side in that. order and that the space 
between the two types was approximately one half millimeter, 

I have a photo of eleven stamps on a quadrille page which 
would indicate that the photo was a page from a collector’s album. 

In this photo there is a copy of a 5c Type I stamp which has 
& margin at the left as it should have and at the right side of this 
stamp the margin at the top is one and one half millimeter and this 
tapers down to the lower right corner of the stamp where the margin 
is one millimeter. 

This can mean only one thing... that there were printings of 
these stamps where the margin between the two types was more 
than one and one half millimeters or that some of them were printed 
singly, one at a time. This latter deduction would seem the least 
ikely. 

Of course always in examining photos one can not be as certain 
as in examining stamps but in this instance the stamp is photo- 
graphed in actual size so no allowances for measurements are needed. 
I believe the photo shows the stamp only without mounting paper 
under it as is often found with these stamps. The cancel, which is 
the well known “HONOLULU * HAWAIIAN ISLANDS *” runs off 
the top edge of the stamp and also runs off of the stamp at the 
left side thus proving that there is no mounting paper under the 
stamp. 

I have searched through other pictures I have in an effort to 
locate this stamp and see if I could learn where it came from or 
where it may be today. My stock of pictures did not turn up its mate. 

I believe students of these stamps should be interested in con- 
tacting Mr. Green and seeing this photo with the hope of finding 
where this stamp is at present and thus verifying what I believe 
I have discoyered. It is little things like this, all added together 
that may eventually give us more information about these little 
known stamps. 

Of course there is always the possibility that the stamp in ques- 
tion may be a repaired copy and that the repair man got a bit over- 
enthusiastic about boardwalk margins and may have brought about 
this unheard of variety. However an examination of the stamp if 
located should settle that question. 


A Move In The Right Direction 


We learn from the Philatelic Exporter of Great Britain that 
neither Stanley Gibbons or Whitfield King & Co. are to list the 
stamp exhibition sets issued by Israel, Luxemburg and the Nether- 
lands recently. 

Reason is that in order to purchase a set of these stamps you 
had to buy an admission ticket to an exhibition. An editorial in 
the August Gibbons Monthly Journal expresses the hope that Scott, 
Yvert and Michel will not list the stamps and says “collectors will 
soon stop buying stamps when they know they are not going to 
be catalogued.” 
~ This is a commendable action, in fact there are a great many 
various issues which might be condemned for equally satisfactory 
reasons for time has come when collectors are being exploited too 
strenuously by the greedy governments who issue certain stamps. 

However to successfully combat any of these issues it is first 
necessary that the cataloguers make previous announcement of their 
ban on the listing of any and all such stamps so that the collector 
who chooses to follow the catalogue can get the information before 
the stamps come into the market and before he has been “nicked” 
for a set of them. It is useless to lock the barn door after the horse 
gets out so let us have a working agreement between the publishers 
of the leading catalogues, They can do more to clean up and stop 
the many unnecessary issues than anyone else and unless they take 
the necessary steps to do this they stand as guilty as the governments 
who issue the stamps. 

Nothing would do more good for our hobby than a thorough 
oe and this must start with the purveyors of the questionable 
goods,

Waterloo Readies 


For TMPS Meet 


Members of the Trans-Missis- 
sippi Philatelic Society will be 
flocking to Waterloo, Iowa, Octo- 
ber 10—12.

She was with Cuba’s Dr. Car- 
los Finlay and U. S. Dr. Walter 
Reed at the Las Animas Hospital, 
Havana, Cuba, when experiments 
were being conducted relative 
to the discovery of the carrying 
agent of yellow fever. 

Medical Director John W. Ross, 
U. S. N. wrote of Nurse Maass’ 


devotion to duty at that time 
(October 1900) “Here she un- 
flinchingly nursed malignant 


cases of the disease, staying by 
those who died to the very last, 
her clothing, hands, and some- 
times her face, smeared with 
blood and black vomit. She 
showed heroism and devotion to 
duty equal to that of any soldier 
in battle. She was one of the 
best and most faithful nurses in 
the hospital.” 

Nurse Maass submitted herself 
to be bitten by a known-to-be- 
infected Stegomyia mosquito as a 
volunteer subject in the experi- 
ments. She died August 24, 1901 
of the disease definitely estab- 
lishing the fact that the infec-

The George Rogers’ Clark 
corfmem issued February 25, 
1929 is as most of you should 
know, a bi-color with the frame 
in red and the vignette in black.

Not only is there a complete 
lack of a summer slump this year, 
‘but from where we sit it looks like 
more peovie than ever are actively 
engaged in either buying or selling 
stamps. If the intense interest dis- 
played in our August 1 bulletin is 
accepted as a*harbinger of the fall 
season we can expect the best sea- 
son to develop that we have had 
in over five years. al 

We believe it will be of interest 
to substantiate the above by giving 
a brief resume of what takes place 
. each time we circulate our bi-week- 

ly bulletin. Mailed out of Sidney 
either Wednesday night or Thurs- 
day, the MSB bulletin is circulated 
nationally via first class and air- 
mail to paid subscribers. 

Within 24 hours after mailing we 
begin to get direct orders by phone 
calls emanating in the tri-state 
area. By Saturday or Sunday wires 
and calls are received from both 
East and West coasts, as well as 
a number of Special-Delivery Air- 
mail letters. Ordinarily the balance 
of orders that are sent in for lots 
in the bulletin arrive the following 
Monday and continue through Fri- 
day. 

However our last bulletin coming 
out in mid-summer might well 
have done poorly, but instead we 
had the above-described action plus 
long-distance calls also being re- 
ceived daily right through the fol- 
lowing Thursday. 

Obviously this is a reflection of 
the fact that the stamp market is 
in a strong position now and while 
we may hesitate to predict the 
same ‘‘boom”’ market we had in 
1945-46, certainly the 1952 fail sea- 
3on should be stronger than any- 
thing we have had since then. 

Once again the Farley sheets 
have moved torward and our cur- 
rent issue carried a firm Bid of 
$510.00 per set, complemented with 
a Bid of $220.00 for the ten Parks 
sheets and $120.00 Bid on the sheet 
of Sc. No. 771. 

Obtaining firm offers to sell on 
Farleys has been somewhat of a 
problem and the few times some- 
one comes along with a few, they 
are quickly moved right out. This 
in turn creates more demand with 
the resulting higher Bids being re- 
flected in an effort .to attract new 
selling offers. 

While it is true that large hold- 
ings of Farleys may be few and 
far between, it is equally true that 
many who bought them at the top 
market price are sitting it out and 
waiting for the market to reach 
their own level. , 

Along with Virginia Dare, its 
companion piece—Swedes and 
Finns--is attracting more than ord- 
inary interest these past several 
months. We will try to assemble 
some pertinent information from 
our files and deliver a more detail- 
ed report on the background of 
Se No. 836 in the next couple 
weeks. 

One year ago anybody could 
buy just about all the sheets they 
wanted in average condition for 
$2.90. Today the same sheet is 
bringing $3.25 and there is every 
reason why it should continue to 
improve in the coming months.

lace went out to meet Jesus 
“bearing branches of palm”. 
(John 12). We see stamps show- 
ing palms from Congo, Br. E. 
Africa and Togo. 

The weary oriental traveller 
and his fatigued camel felt their 
spirits rise when the waving palm 
tops of a distant oasis came into 
sight. Stamps Tripolitania 
show an oasis scene (SP9) and a 
magnificent Date Palm (SP15). 


THE VINE 


We find 500 Biblical references 
to grape-vines, grapes, raisins, 
wines and vineyards. No other 
plant takes up so much space in 
the Concordance. The most im- 
portant stamp to use at the top of 
the album page may be that of 
1938 of Portugal (A118) _ listed 
under the title of “GRAPES”. It 
was issued in the interest of the 
International Vineyard and Wine 
Congress. 

The “Grapes of Eschol” were 
immense. (Num. 6:3). “The Vine 
of Sodom” (Deut. 32) was an uni- 
dentified plant with bitter fruit, 
growing only there, 

Noah is represented as having 
planted the first vineyard (Gen. 9). 
Isaiah complained that though he 
planted the choicest vines they 
brought forth only wild grapes. 
He blamed the soil and the spirit 
of the place instead of poor stock 
which would be the correct and 
modern explanation, 


THE FIG TREE 


The fig tree is the very first 
named in the Bible, and it is 
named 60 times. In the Genesis 
story it was leaves of the fig tree 
that were used by Adam and Eve 
to fashion aprons. 

We find many stamps showing 
the trees and even the fig cactus 
is shown on Tripolitania (SP45). 


There are many varieties, some 
even 30 feet tall, with green knobs 
forming on the branches before 
the leaves appear, hence we learn 
that the barren fig trees, referred 
to by Jesus of Nazareth was yet 
without leaf. (Mark 11: 13-14). 

The tree bears two crops, the 
second is used for drying. A me- 
dicinal property of figs is related 
in the Book of Kings where Isaiah 
prescribed a fig poultice for the 
boils of a dying king. The treat- 
ment was so effective that he was 
restored to health and lived many 
years. 

Biblical Concordance recounts 
about fifteen scriptural texts about 


figs. 
THE ROSE 


Authorities agree that the rose 
as known in America, is not in- 
tended as the one referred to in 
the Bible. It is more likely the 
Narcissus, crocus or meadow saf- 
fron. (See Isaiah 35:1.) In the 
Songs of Solomon we read of the 
Rose of Sharon and the Lily of 
the Valley. We see the latter on 
stamps of Japan (A188) while other 
lilies and roses are seen on stamps 
of Ecuador, Br. Guiana and Swit- 
zerland, 

We also have rosemary for re- 
membrance. This shrub is a sym- 
bol of fidelity and constancy, and 
was once supposed to possess 
many occult virtues. The fact that 
rosemary blooms at Christmas has 
introduced it into celebrations of 
the Nativity, for according to the 
legend rosemary opened to hide the 
mother of Jesus of Nazareth and 
her child from the soldiers of 
Herod. 

This legend is often told of the 
juniper tree and others. 

Another legend is that during 
the flight to Egypt, Mary threw 
her blue cloak over a bush of 
rosemary when she lay down to 
rest. Ever since the flowers have 
had the heavenly blue of the 
mantle. 

The lily was not any particular 
kind of flower. A number of 
plants are called lilies. The lily 
of the valley was probably an iris 
(Cant. 2: 1). The Lilies of the 
field (Matt. 6 and Luke 12) were 
perhaps blue and purple gladiola. 


THE CHRISTMAS ROSE 


The legend $f the Christmas 
rose is illustrated on a stamp of 
the Netherlands (SP54). The leg- 
end coming down for centuries 
reads that when Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem and the Wise Men 
came with gifts, there was a little 
shepherdess near by, and she wept 
because she had no gift for the 
new born babe, and as her tears 
fell to the ground, flowers sprang 
up, which the child gathered and 
hastened to bring. 

In adoration she knelt at the 
crib, so the babe could see the 
flowers, and when the tiny hands 
touched them, a delicate pink ap- 
peared in the center of each, Thus, 








a beautiful rose not known before 


came into being as “the Christmas 
Rose” which blooms at the cele- 
bration of the Nativity. 


THE DOGWOOD 


The dogwood of eastern Amer- 
ica is a small tree, a many colored 
showy plant which welcomes the 
spring. According to the legend 
this tree was not always small. 

When the enemies of Jesus of 
Nazareth were preparing to cru- 


cify him they chanced to hue the} 


cross from the trunk of this tree 
then growing 30 to 40 feet tall. 
The tree was so saddened by the 
event it decided never to grow so 
tall and strong that it might lend 
itself to such a mission of death. 

The tiny openings on the ends 
of the dogwood flower petals 
stand for the nail holes in the 
cross. The shiny red berries are 
for the precious blood, and the 
white petals stand for the purity 
of the crucified one. It always 
blooms in springtime. 

Stamps showing such flowers as 
were mistakenly called roses are 
shown in a lovely array among 
those of many nations. Wreaths 
of flowers and holly are asso- 
ciated with the Nativity and 
stamps showing same are to be 
seen in Ecuador (A10.) Germany 
(A76) and Italy (A70). 

Holly wreaths are associated 
with the crucifixion since the 
crown of thorns consisted of 
branches that bore white berries 
that became red when pressed 
into the great teacher’s brow. 


GOURDS 


Gourds played an unusual and 
strange roll all through the Bible. 
They were used in tribal cere- 
monies and in warfare. Large 
gourds made buoyant the raft on 
which Hannibal transported ele- 
phants across the Straits of Gib- 
raltar. 

In the first centuries A.D. the 
Greeks imported arms by stealth, 
sometimes concealing the un- 
sheathed daggers in ripe gourds. 
Was it not one of the early pa- 
triarchs who rested in the shade 
of the gourd plant. 

One finds few references to 
vegetables in the Bible for seem- 
ingly they played little part in 
the domestic economy of nomads. 
The Patriarchs were migratory 
shepherds and they required food 
in small bulk and not subject to 
deterioration. _ 

Read how The Children of Israel 
longed for the cucumbers and 
melons of Egypt. (Numbers 11:15). 
Jacob gave his brother a soup of 
lentils, a sort of bean. We find a 
nice stamp in Spain. Off. in Mor- 
occo, (A51) showing a vegetable 
garden, 


OTHER PLANTS, FLOWERS 


There was an incense plant and 
we see it on a stamp of Tripoli- 
tania (A2). Myrtle is on Belgium 
stamp (B470). The barley of Ruth 
(2:17) was used by the poorer 
classes of Hebrews mixed with 
wheat or millet for bread. Barley 
ripened in March and April. 

John (6:13), tells about the “five 
barley loaves”. Rue grew to a 
height of 3 feet (Luke 11:42). 
Hyssop is a plant used by the 
Hebrews for ritualistic sprinkling 
of blood and water. 

In John 19:29 it is the stick on 
which the sponge with-the vine- 
gar was lifted to Jesus. It may 
have been the caper, a low prick- 
ly shrub, but more probably it 
was a specie of majoram. Myrtle 
was used at the Feast of Taber- 
nacles. Myrrh was a bitter aroma- 
tic gum resin obtained from cer- 
tain trees. 

The myrrh of the Bible was the 
mixture of true myrrh with lada- 
num, a substance obtained from 
the rock-rose, a common plant of 
the East. (See Psalm 45:8) used 
for perfume, as was nard, or 
spikenard, said to be the oil of a 
plant of India. The amount used 
in anointing the feet of Jesus is 
said to have been worth 300 pence. 


OTHER TREES 


The oak is important and nine 
species flourish in Palestine. Be- 
cause of inconsistencies in the 
translation of several Hebrew 
words, it is impossible to dis- 
tinguish clearly between the oak 
and the terebinth cr the elah (He- 
brew word). It was in the branches 
of the elah that the hair of Ab- 
salom was caught (2 Sam. 18). 

The oak tree under which Saul 
and his sons were buried (I Chron) 
is called a tamarisk in 1 Sam. 31. 
Cyprus was mentioned in Isaiah 
44:14. It might have been an ever- 
green though a beech or a variety 
of oak is intended. Ebony is the 
black heart wood of the date palm 
tree. (Ezek. 27:15.) 

The elm tree of the authorized 
version of Hosea 4:13 is rightly 
called terebinth in the revised 
version. The ark was to be made

Observations: The use of red on 
the parcel post canceller at Ashfork 
seems to be an example of a prac- 
tice which almost any observant 
postal clerk knows to be quite com- 
mon: in the small post offices any 
old color seems to go, which ever 
the postmaster or his helper hap- 
pens to come upon. 

In handling the mail from several 
gmall offices in Arizona, Tennessee, 
and Wisconsin, almost daily over a 
period of seven years, the writer 
often noticed that letters, parcel 

t, and second and third class 
matter would come in with a color- 
ed cancellation one day or for a 
week or so, and then the regulation 
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black would reappear. 

This was reported or noticed by 
a postal inspector, but more fre- 
quently it was merely a matter of 
convenience to the postmaster in 
the country store or service station 
or restaurant where the post office 
was located. 

Other color departures were cus- 
tomary and observed over a period 
of years as is noted in the list. 
The Iron Springs office is at a 
small summer resort about 6 miles 
from Prescott on the Santa Fe 
railroad. Nearly every year would 
bring a variation. 

In 1927 all the mail for several 
days at the beginning of the season 
appeared with a pen cancellation. 
The rubber handstamp had evi- 
dently been lost or misplaced be- 
tween the 1926 and 1927 season, or 
else it was not yet on hand from 
the district postmaster at Phoenix 
when the resort opened. The oldest 
postmark from this office in the 
collection is a fine steel handstamp, 
by the way, and is dated July 
12, 1906. 

Without a postal guide at hand to 
consult, the writer believes that all 
of these offices, except Florence, 
were fourth class, although some 
may have been third.

examples of .an irregularity, not 
too common perhaps, but still not 
infrequently observed. One of these 
is a 2c Washington of the issue of 
1926-34 tied to cover by a red rub- 
ber stamp which reads in four 
lines: T.H.SCHIMFESSELS-S(UB)- 
A.T.& S.F. RY- TR 49 DEC 24 
1928 - PHOENIX AND ASHFORK. 

A substitute clerk in the railway 
mail service working at top speed 
on Christmas eve picked up the 
rubber stamp used to mark his 
mail-bag and mail-pouch labels 
and facing slips, and used it in- 
stead of the regular handstamp to 
postmark the letter. 

The other is a 2c stamp of the 
same issue tied to a cover by an 
ordinary railroad ticket stamp. The 
color is the regulation blue. In a 
single line frame of the customary 
28 x 33 mm. appears the following 
wording: A.T.&S.F.RY - COAST- 
LINES - AUG-28-1929-DRAKE, ARI. 

Drake is no longer a post office, 
but there was still a railroad sta- 
tion and a section house located 
there. The letter was addressed to 
the Holmes Supply Company, the 
Santa Fe’s company store and sup- 
ply corporation. 

The stationmaster applied his 
stamp as if it were a postmark, and 
of course without any official sanc- 
tion. This is a modern version of 
the Wells Fargo company’s custom 
in cancelling U.S. stamps on its 
franked envelopes. 

Going outside of Arizona for an- 
other somewhat unusual irregular- 
ity, we find a 2c stamped envelope 
of the issue then current cancelled 
with two pen strokes and instead 
of a postmark the date ‘Jan 28 
1929”’ diagonally on the envelope to 
the left of the stamp. 

An ordinary dating stamp was 
used for this. The name of the 
mailing office appears below and to 
the right of the center of the stamp: 
“Roff, Okla,’”’ this in capitals and 
lower case, 12 x 3.5 mm. It is evi- 
dently a rubber stamp: used to fill 
in some type of official form, or 
as part of a return card. 

Date and post office name are in 
red. 
The letter was mailed by the 
Independent Oil Co., Box 251, Roff, 
Okla., and bears the printed return 
card of the usual post office type. 
Some emergency, such as a fire, 
probably accounts for this irregu- 
larity. Similar examples are not 
too hard to find. 

When the post office in the coun- 
try store at Cherry, Arizona, burn- 
ed in late February, 1928 the only 
things saved were the money order 
blanks and handstamp in a small 
fireproof safe. Thus postmaster, 
E. A. Bonham, used the M. O. B. 
handstamp as a postmark until a 
new one arrived. 

In the collection are several with 
the date Feb. 29, 1928, and the 
letters M.O.B. crossed out by a 
pen line. This misuse, or irregular 
use of the parcel post, registered 
or M. O. B. backstamp is to be ob- 
served even in larger post offices. 

The postmaster or his employee 
at Sentinel, Arizona, used the M. 
O. B. stamp to tie a Statue of
